June 3.—The 
senate 
Tuesday evening passed the Butler bill 
to prevent the chief executive from 
issuing bonds w ithout the consent of 
congress. A com bination of silver men 
in all parties, ten republicans, seven­ 
teen democrats, and five populists voted 
for the bill, and sixteen republicans 
and nine dem ocrats voted against it. 
The w estern and southern democrats 
voted for the bill. 
The 
republicans 
who voted w ith them are known as 
the ardent silver men from the west 
who have always voted for silver and 
against bonds.

Senators Allison, Chandler and oth­ 
ers spoke briefly but earnestly against 
the bill which proposes to prohibit any 
issue of bonds, no m atter how neces­ 
sary to m aintain the honor and credit 
of the Nation. 
Mr. Allison spoke out 
clearly and distinctly upon the silver 
question, saying frankly that, friendly 
as he had always been to the fullest 
use practicable of silver, he did not 
think it practicable or safe to attem pt 
to reinstate it by free and unlim ited 
coinage a t 
this time, unless the co­ 
operation of 
other nations could 
be 
had. 
Mr. Chandler also spoke pointedly of 
th e unwisdom of prohibiting the issue 
of more bonds by the president, should 
circum stances require such issue in the 
absence of congress. Much as he m ight 
differ, he said, w ith the president and 
secretary of 
the treasury he had no 
doubt of their integrity and felt as 
sured th at none of the issues th at had 
been made were for other than legit! 
m ate purposes and th at they did not 
them selves profit in any way thereby. 
Senator Burrows spoke in tavor of 
the proper 
protection of 
the obliga­ 
tions of 
the government, but 
urged 
th a t the proper remedy was to return 
as prom ptly as 
possible to a system 
which would supply the treasury with 
am ple funds for its current needs, and 
prevent the great w ithdraw als of gold 
for use in paym ent of enormous pur­ 
chases of foreign-made goods. 
At the conclusion of the vote the flll- 
ed-cheese bill was taken up, and made 
the unfinished business. 
Mr. Allison introduced a joint resolu­ 
tion for a scientific investigation of the 
Behring Sea seal fisheries. 
At 7 o’clock Mr. Hill moved to ad­ 
journ, and, as the motion was carried, 
Mr. Hill exclaimed: “And may God 
save the country!”

men w ill be out of em ployment foi 
weeks and months. 
How many men 
have been deprived of their opportunity 
to earn a livelihood cannot be stated 
with any degree of accuracy, but it 
certainly runs into the hundreds in ex­ 
cess of the num ber employed to cleai 
away the rubbish and repair the dam­ 
age wrought by the wind. 
Ten district assessors 
and 
fifteen 
clerks have started to make an official 
estim ate of the losses caused by the 
storm . 
They will make 
a house-to- 
house canvass in the territory blasted 
by the tornado. 
President Frederick!

have a complete report of their work a 
week hence. 
E ast St. Louis is now thoroughly on 
its feet, and there need be no fear but 
th at eventually everything will come 
out all right.

Dozens of persons are kept busy hand­ 
ing out groceries,

They also killed 
a poor colored boy about 12 years old, 
and also a man named Martinez, fa­ 
ther of ten children, who was cut dow n 
for the crime of having a son in the 
insurgent ranks. 
The troops would 
not even allow the burial of the bodies. 
A poor and feeble octogenarian was 
slashed with a machete and died from 
the wounds he received. 
“These m urderers are proud of their 
atrocities. 
They 
say the noncom­ 
batants are as much rebels as those 
they meet armed in the fields, and. a3 
they aid the insurgents and are all 
spies, they intend to get rid of all they 
see. 
In the Santa Barbara district, Beju- 
cal Township, 
Havana Province, the 
same column and the same Principe 
Lanciers murdered tw enty-eight non­ 
com batants w ithout sparing women, 
old men or children. 
‘All of the atrocities of Landa, of 
Vicuna, and of Melquize are know'n by 
General Weyler, and this Caligula’s 
comment is that he will crush the in­ 
surrection 
or 
wipe 
out 
everything 
Cuban. 
It is a common thing for per­ 
sons who are passing along a road to 
be fired at by soldiers. W hen inoffen­ 
sive men are killed in this way the 
official reports invariably give details 
about 
a 
desperate 
encounter 
with 
rebels.”

It was finally 
decided by the meeting to put a free 
silver plank in the platform, and it is 
more than likely that the adm inistra­ 
tion press of Kentucky will be sevrrely 
censured in the resolutions. 
Outside of the financial plank, which

The members were anxious 
to vote, and as soon : s the report of 
the committee had been read the pre­ 
vious question was ordered, in spite of 
Congressman Dockery’s vehem ent de­ 
m and for debate. There werea few oth­ 
ers who were ready for speeches, but 
the house did not care to hear them, 
and ordered the previous question by 
a vote of 176 to 60. 
Dockery tried to secure a roll call 
on the question, but he could not in ­ 
duce enough dem ocrats to vote w ith 
him to order th a t parliam entary delay. 
The bill was then passed over the veto 
by a vote of 220 to 60, or nearly a three- 
fourths vote. 
There were thirty-nine 
democrats who voted to pass the bill 
over the president’s veto and tw enty- 
six republicans voted to sustain the 
veto. 
Major Connolly of Springfield was 
the only member from Illinois who 
voted to sustain the veto. 
Congress­ 
m en Lorimer and W hite of 
Chicago 
and Murphy from E ast St. Louis re­ 
turned from home to record their votes 
for the bill. 
The bill come up in the senate today, 
and will have the necessary tw o-thirds 
to pass it over the veto. There are be­ 
lieved to be less than a dozen senators 
who will vote to sustain the veto. 
The naval appropriation bill was re­ 
ported to the house from conference, 
w ith an agreem ent on all items but 
th at as to the number of battle-ships. 
Incidentally Chairm an Cannon of the 
com mittee on appropriations predict­ 
ed that congress will adjourn late next 
week.

Undir 
the Cost of Manufacture—Lack of a 
National Association Keenly Felt 
By Manufacturers. 


The prospect 
for starting up the 
upper cotton mill 
is a gloomy one 
and it now looks as though the two 
hundred employees will 
be idle for 
the entire 
summer. 
One 
cf the 
prominent stockholders in the Cotton 
Company informed a 
Gezette man 
that no one who is posted can con­ 
tradict the statement that the aver­ 
age price at which they are able 
to sell their product, is at least 12 
per cent below its cost to manufacture 
It is more difficult to explain the 
troubles of the cotton industry, 
be­ 
cause thut branch of textile manufac 
ture is not organ zed as are the pro' 
duccrsof woolen and silk goods. There 
is no national association of cotton 
manufacturers as there is a national 
association of both silk 
and woolen 
manufacturers. 
Consequently 
the 
cotton trade lacks concerted action, 
and i is without any authorized cen­ 
ter of information or bureau of statls- 
ticr. 
Each mill and each commission 
merchant acts, speaking broadly, for 
himself. 
There is 
no combination 
even upon such ground as mutual in­ 
terests would permit. 
The lack of 
inch a national organization is openly 
regretted by many cotton experts, and 
an effort to form one may precede the 
expected revision of the tariff by the 
next republican congress. 
As it is, 
there is a general disinclination among 
cotton merchants to discuss 
their 
trade, lest they may say either too 
much or too little for the edification of 
rivals.

A ble D issertation In a Stage Coach W hich 
Mr. Lincoln Rem em bered. 
“I see that Col. Thomas Nelson of 
Terre Haute is dead,” remarked A. M. J 
Murphy to a St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
reporter. 
“Nelson belonged to that 
class of individuals to whom the grow­ 
ing generation invariably refer as gen­ 
tlemen of the ‘old school.* 
“Col. Nelson possessed a rich fund of 
bumor and 'he enjoyed tolling a story 
Just as well if the joke were on him as 
When the other fellow caught it. 
“At an old settlers* meeting in Terre 
Haute in 1885 Col. Nelson related a 
story about his first meeting with 
Abraham Lincoln. It was in the ante­ 
bellum days of stage coaches. 
One 
morning the stage arrived at Terre 
Haute from Paris, 111., and stopped at 
the Clark house, the principal hotel in 
the city in those days, and among the 
passengers 
was a long, lanky indi 
vidual, who, after partaking of his 
breakfast resumed his journey to In­ 
dianapolis. Col. Nelson was one of the 
passengers and on the way endeavor­ 
ed to scrape an acquaintance with the 
ianky-looking passenger. 
The latter 
told several funny stories In the 
the course of their tedious journey. 
Nevertheless, the colonel took his fel- 
low-passenger for some green country 
merchant on his way to Indianapolis 
to 
replenish his stock of groceries, 
hardware, etc. The colonel also talked 
very learnedly and soon the stranger 
•was gazing upon him In a manner that 
evidently betokened admiration of the 
great wisdom of his traveling com- 
paion. 
“Arriving at their destination the 
colonel put up at the principal hotel, 
and after making an elaborate toilet, 
made his way to the hotel office. There 
lie observed his fellow-passenger, the 
central figure of a group of gentlemen, 
most of whom were well-known to the 
colonel. Stepping up to the clerk he 
Inquired as to the identity of the

individual, and

read, ‘A. Lincoln,’ written in a bold 
hand.

Washington, telegraphed the colonel to 
come on, and when he arrived at the 
capital he was told that

Chile. When he made his call upon the 
president it was with the hope that Mr. 
Lincoln would not recognize in him the 
stage-coach passenger who had aired 
bis erudition during tho journey of a 
few years before. 
Mr. Lincoln greeted him cordially, 


and arter notifying him of his appoint­ 
ment and expressing the hope that he 
would accept, looked at the colonel 
with a merry twinkle in his eye and 
said: “Col. Nelson, do you know I 
have often thought of your talk on cen­ 
trifugal force during the stage-coaoh 
ride? Now, colonel, I am going to toss 
you away off to Chile.’ ’*
